WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The Schley 


court of inquiry today entered upon the 
thrrd,,sl.r;vigl»t week of the investigation 
of Admiral Schley's conduct in the Span- 
ish war. The crowd in attendance was 
as large us any previous day, showing 
the interest in the case is unabated. 


The program for today included, in 


addition to those recalled for the correc- 
tion of testimony, the names of two new 
witnesses and of two who have hitherto 
been on the stand. The new witnesses 
vho were present when the court con- 
venod with the exception of being caJled 
10 the stand during the day, were Capt. 
W. M. Folger, who commanded the mils 
er New Orleans during the bombard 
ment ot the Cristobal Colon -on May :il. 
in which that vessel participated, and 
Lieut. M. L. Bristol, as an ensign, was 
thet watch ollicer on the battleship Tax- 
as during the Santiago campaign. Lieut.

Dyson also 
was 
present 


with the -understanding that he might 
probably he recalled during the day -for 
the purpose of continuing his testimony.

"Hodgson: 'But we will! cut down tho 


Texas.''' 


"Sehle,v:T)nmn the Texas, let her look 


out for herseilf,' " 


Mr. Kayuer then had the witness 


scrutinizing the letter which lie had writ- 
ten to Admiral Schley on June S and 
drew from him the statement that be 
not then informed the witness that he 
had not used the exrpession "damn ths 
Texas," as in anyway condemning the 
Texas, but as if he were irritated as one 
might be about anything. 


Mr. 1-tttvner asked then about; tlie ex- 


pression attributed to the witness: ''.She 
will cut down the Texas." Hodgson re- 
plied that there was no such expression 
in the letter and that he never had snid 
that the Brooklyn would cut down 
the 


Texas. 


Continuing, he said, that the dialogue 


as reported was fictitious and that he 
had denied its verbal ncuracy while not 
denying the truth or A part of it. 
"He 


said that, he had told Admiral Sclilvy 
Hint he could' not repudiate the entire 
statement and that he hud not under- 
stood him to request him that he should 
do more than deny its verbal accuracy. 
He already hud before writing 
his ex- 


plicit denial told the admiral that bn 
could not deny the whole story. He had 
given the newspaper reporter authority 
originally to quote him as authority for 
the gist of the statement.

store, 
securing 
several 


nindrcd taels worth of property. The 
vhole garrison w;is confined to barracks 
ntil the gxiilty men were detected. The 
governor of Pekin has protested that for- 
ign store keepers continue to occupy 
nildings which they sei/.c4-iu 1000 re- 
gardless of the owners. 


Correspondence has been restored be- 


tween the Chinese ollieials and the. min- 
sters regarding the complaints made by 
•Jhinamcii that they have been compelled 


;ainst their will to take part in the 


vork of building the ne.y legations. 


It is becoming evident that some mo- 


lus vivcndi must be established or the 
conditions here will become intolerable. 
Notwithstanding the minister's policy of 
iiodcration in creeling defenses, the le- 
gation quarter presents the appearance 
of a fortified city. The Hrilish defenses 
opposite the imperial'city, are particu- 
larly formidable, the Italian defenses, 
idjoiniug the British 
have embrasures 


for cannon, a deep moat protects the 
German section and across the city wall 
the Germans have erected a store fort 
for artillery. 


Prince SH. ihe collector of taxes had 


ndopted the policy 
of 
taxing 
goods 


broiii'ht to Pokin for foreign merchants. 
Hitherto such goods have not been tax- 
ed and the merchants have protested t o ! 


he ministers who held that the goods

To rush cows into the stable from 


the pasture night or morning is to ex- 
cite them sufficiently physically to heat 
their milt to a feverish point, quickly 
undermining Its quality. So, in order to 
preserve milk In hot weather, aeration. 
Ice and cold -water are a mockery un- 
less' the cows are kept cool aud free 
from irritation. For this reason I have 
no use for even the most intelligent 
dogs to assist in driving cows- to and 
from the pasture, says a correspondent 
of Wisconsin Agriculturist.

On July 1 twenty-seven milk cows 


were given all the alfalfa hay they 
would eat and then turned Into a sor- 
ghum field ol G.T acres for fifteen min- 
utes. The sorghum was eighteen to 
twenty-four inches high. The next day 
they remained thirty minutes, the third 
day forty-five minutes, and so ou, in- 
creasing Of teen minutes dally until they 
reached one hour and thirty, minutes, 
when they were left to run at will. Dur- 
ing the transition period the cows were 
given'all the alfalfa hay needed to 
iwep up the normal flow of mill;. For 
the first'nine days this amounted to 
nearly twenty-four pounds dally per. 
head. 
After twelve days the cows 


were allowed to pasture the sorghum 
at night as well as during the day. For 
the rest of the month tuese cows con- 
sumed less thnn five pounds of-alfalfa 
dally per head. 
If it had not been for the sorghum 


pasture,-'it would have required at least 
twenty-four pounds of alfalfa dally 
per bead to keep these cows up to a 
good Cow of milk.

• WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The 
court 


asked Captain Folger whether C'oinmo- 
•dore Schley's-blockade off the harbor of 
Santiago had been sufficiently effective 
to prevent the escape of the Spanish 
fleet. His reply was: 
"Had the weath- 


er been persistently; clear, yes, if rainy 
or misty, no." 


He saicr- in reply to another question 


that the weather -was generally rainy. 


Captain Folger was excused and Lieut. 


Dyson was recalled. 


At 3:55 p. m., while'Lieut. Dyson was 


etill on the stand the court adjourned 
until tomorrow at 11 o'clock.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The Schley 


court of inquiry today entered upon the 
third^straight week of the investigation 
of Admiral Schley's conduct in the Span- 
ish war. 
The crowd in attendance was 


as large as any previous day, showing 
the interest in the case is unabated. 


The program for today included, in 


addition to those recalled for the correc- 
tion of testimony, the names of two now 
witnesses and of two who have hitherto 
been on the stand. The new witnesses 
•who were present when the court con- 
vened with the exception of being called 
to the stand during the day, were C'apt. 
W. M. Folger,-who commanded the cruis- 
er New Orleans during the bombard- 
ment of the Cristobal Colon on May 31, 
in which that vessel participated, and 
Lieut. M. L. Bristol, as an ensign, was 
thet watch officer on the battleship Tex- 
as during tho Santiago campaign. Lieut. 
Commander 
Dyson also 
was 
present 


with the -understanding that ho might 
probably-be recalled during the clay for 
the purpose of continuing his testimony. 


The day's proceedings began with the 


recall of Lieut. Doyle and Commandant 
L'ogers. 


PURSUIT OF- COLON. 


T remember very well the time f h a t 


the Vizcaya blanketed her from our fire. 
This chase was kept up until when oft 
Acereadcras the Viscaya ported her helm 
and rau in shove. The colon at this time 
had gained .speed and was run in shore. 
The men were allowed to come out of the 
turrets one, at a time to get a breathing 
spell. This was about 11:15 when the 
Yizcaya stood in for the Aceroadcras 
the chase continued after the Colon. I 
knew it must be 6 or 7 miles away, un 
til we gradually began to gain. I re- 
member completing the stadimetcr at 
work, on her, although the 13,000 yards 
would nt-'t register on the staclimeter, 1 
remember tit one time telling Comnio 
doe Schley that it was within about 1.3.- 
000 vards and my recollection is he tolc:

Then the 
Colon ported helm. Previously to thi 
she had ported her helm once or twic 
apparently seeking a soft spot on shore 
She fired her lee gun and hauled dowi 
her" flag. I pulled out my watch. It 
was exactly l:lu. We then ceased fir- 
ing and slowed down and orders were 
given to get out a boat. The captain 
was ordered to go on board' to. make 
terms or toll the terms to the command- 
ing oflifcr of the Colon. On account of 
the steam having been cut ofT and there 
being some trouble with the boat, we 
were some little time getting the boat 
out. 
Tn the meantime we had slowed, 


and as rapidly as could be accomplished 
one of the cutters was gotten out and a 
crew put in. Captain Cook went in the 
boat and boarded the Colon. 1 think 
he probably had a mile and a half pull. 
At any rate, we had cur guns trained on 
the Colonial this time in case of treach- 
ery or any net of.that kind on her part, 
although I saw her 
throwing breech

thing of that kind."

SCHLEY'S PERILOUS POSITION. 
Mr. Kay nor said: "What was the 


bearing of Commodore Schley during this 
;ngageinent-or any engagement in which 
you saw him?" 


"His bearing and manner, with respect 


to an officer of his rank and station in 
,he naval service, were naturally those 
of a co"mmand(-r in chief of a naval force 
on that occasion." 


He said that the commodore had occu- 


pied a place on a platform around the 
conning tower during the engagement.

then the leading vessel, although the 
Maria Teresa probably was further 
to 


the westward than the Yi/.caya, She 
was standing at an angle into the shore. 
When we got arouirl the smoke was so 
dmi.se jiothing could be .sc-e:i of anything 
in the rear of us. The three Spanish 
vessels we were then engaged with were 
the Vizeaya,- Colon and Oqucndon. The 
Yizo-iya was about 2,500 yards 
on our 


starboard bow; Colon probably was a 
little forward of the starboard beam; 
Oquendo was abaft the starboard beam. 
We continiued in that direction when I 
remarked to Cnpt. Cook that it seemed 
rather lonely for us out there. He was 
in conning tower. He asked: 'Why?' 
I said that we were all aloi;c with the 
tliren Spanish vessels and it seemed that 
it depended upon us to knock them out. 
At that time the smoke was so dense I 
could not see anything and I supposed

His Second Wife, Miss May Palmer 


of New York City-Senator Con- 


firms the Report.

Tabbert, five young boys, made a ghastly 
discovery in the river between the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern railway bridge and 
Eighth street, at an early hour this 
morning. 


The lads were on the' river in a boat 


and noticed an object almost on the. sur- 
face of the water. They supposed it was 
the dead body of a cat, but closer in- 
spection revealed that it was the body 
of a man and it was in a standing posi- 
tion. One of the lads caught hold of an 
ear and raised the body and was horri- 
fied when he recognized the face as that 
of Lawrence Jacobs, of No. 911 Racim 
street. 


It will be remembered that Jacobs dis- 


appeared from his home last Wednesday 
night, as stated in the Journal last even- 
ing. When he left he was attired i;i 
pantaloons, coat and slippers. Hushing 
to Klinker's 
brewery 
he asked 
the 


watchman for a revolver, stating that he 
intended to shoot himself. Of course 
the gun was not given to him. 


Ofliccrs appeared en the scene, but the 


man had left and it was supposed hb 
threat to suicide was a bluff. But he 
failed to reach his home where his wife 
was dangerously ill with consumption. 
Friends notified the police department 
that they feared he had leaped into the 
river and ended his life and that if thu 
body was recovered what clispositiau to 
make of it. 


Them- fears were well founded. Jacobs 


was a man 48 years old and a German. 
He came to Eaeine some fifteen years 
ago, obtained 
work 
in 
the Klinkert 


brewery and was employed there until 
four yenrs ngo when he lost his position. 
He had some .trouble with his fi-.mi'y 
and was arrested and it is said that since 
that time his mind was impaired. 
' Bv hard work he managed to save 
some money and built a home on Racine 
street. Some time ago his wife was tak- 
en sifk and physicians told Jacobs she 
had consumption and could not get well. 
He was downcast and melancholy and la- 
bored under the impression that his wife 
was going to" fix it so 
the property 


would go to the son, although it was in 
his name. He said that "he did not oaru 
to live and would destroy himself and 
kept the threat.

The police ofliice was notified of the 


finding of the body, friends and the cor- 
oner were also notified and the remains 
were removed to the undertaking par- 
lors of Bayerman & Krug and prepared 
for burial. 


Jacobs was a member of the Modern 


Woodmen and carried an insurance, in 
that order.

Adams and company of this city, who 
have conducted one of the largest grain 
receiving 'and exporting" houses in the 
northwest under the nauife of • the St. 
Paul and Kansas Grain company, made 
an alignment yesterday to Fred V. Van- 
dusen and Pi-B. Smith. 


The assignees are not prepared to stale 


the amount of liabilities or the Value of 
the assets of the company. The com- 
pany owns or controls seventy country 
elevators. 


The J. Q. Adams company proper is 


capitalized at $250,000, and the St. Paul 
and Kansas City Grain company it $15.0,- 
000. The assignment is made in tho 
name of the St. Paul and.Kansas iCty 
Grain company. The assignees 'will con- 
tinue the business. The failure is due to 
loss sustained last spring in the May 
corn corner. The company had ii large 
amount of corn stored at Diiluth, which 
was "hedged" at 
Chicago. When the

His academic education was received at 
Rochester seminary, graduating in 1883. 
The following'.year he became a law 
student a t . t h e State university and 
graduated in'lS^O. 'hi April, 1880, when 
but 25 years old. he was elected county 
judge, and whs the youngest man ever 
honored with" tha office of judge of pro- 
bate in Wisconsin. Ever since that tiino 
he has been re-elected and held the office-. 
Tn making the run for circuit judge last 
spring the result astonished the oldest 
politicians in the district, his majority 
being over 8.000; There were few pra- 
cincts in the .district he failed to carry, 


Judge Beldcn is a member of the 


Knights of Pythias, Modern Woodmen, 
Royal Arenimm, Masonic lodge, Elks 
and other organizations. He is married 
and has two sons. He will take the 
place of Judge Frank M. Fish. 


Max W. Heck, elected county judge, 


was born in Racine in I860,.and may be 
cl'assed a selfmadc man. His e,arly edu- 
cation wns received in the public schools. 
In his boyhood days he was a newsboy, 
and in 1887 he entered the mail service 
as a letter carrier. While in this capac- 
ity he continued his education by 
at- 


tending Rowland's academy and studieid 
law evenings.

FIRST CONTEST IN 1851. 


It is exactly fifty years since, tho cup 


now recognized as a perpetual interna- 
tional yachting trophy was brought to 
this country. Originally, the cup was a 
prize ofTered by the.

That some amiable compromise may 


have to be made, by the more ardent 
friends of reciprocal treaties who have 
some way failed to consider that the 
enormous wool, textile and other large 
interests are -threatened in.the proposed 
treaties with France and other countries, 
.looks very probable. When James G. 
Blaiiie declared the principles .of red-, 
'prodty, he did not contemplate'elevating 
the wool interests of South America at 
the expense of our wool interests, as is 
'done in the proposed treaty with Argen- 
tina, There ure manufacturing interests 
very seriously threatened in 
the 
pro- 


posed treaty with France, 
as well as 


agricultural interests, and when the 
tenets of the Republican party 
are ex- 


amined into, it will be seen that the 
talked of reciprocity is hardly upon the 
lines contemplated by that master mind 
and genius, James G, Elaine. 


It seems to any good 
citizens that 


there is a way out of this, a way by 
which - encouraging 
reciprocal 
trade 


treaties we may reciprocate 
without 


whacking our own interests to do so. 
The main idea of reciprocal treaties is to 
exchange for such products as we our- 
selves do not produce, and not conces- 
sions in articles and productions we have 
built up solely through the protective 
system. The American Economist de- 
clares that the late President McKinloy 
did not have in view the encouragement 
of reciprocal treaties that 
manifestly 


manifestly sacrificed the interests of one 
section that the interests of other set-.- 
liona be advanced and this is undoubted- 
ly true. But the fact remains that the 
treaties now hung up do contain pro- 
visions that are objectionable to a num- 
ber of our interests. 


This phase, of our national life is com- 


ing up for action and it is not going to 
be lightly 
dismissed. There 
arc very 


many people who have not 
forgotl"n 


nor are they going to 
soon forget 
the 


mighty battles fought in the 
cause of 


protection to American industries in the 
past. 
While these men arc not stum- 


bling blocks in the way of progress, ye'; 
they are exceedingly desirous of having 
it so, that not one interest agricultural 
or of manufacture are, threatened by any 
reciprocity treaty. 
It is _of course cer- 


tain that in tariff revision, all interests 
are shaved down. This, however, can 
not be objected to, provided the terms 
of the Republican platforms 
are kept. 


This plank said in 189G: 


"We arc not pledged to any particu- 


lar schedules. The question of rates is 


' a practical question, to be governed by 


the conditions ot the time and of produc- 
tion, the 
ruling and

SPOONER SEES PRESIDENT 


Wisconsin Senator Guest at White 


House—Roosevelt Seeks Senti- 


ment of Party Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
5— Senator 


Spooner arrived here at midnight Thurs- 
day night and was at the white house a 
portion of yesterday in consultntiqn with 
President Eoosevelt, and was- a guest 
of the president at dinner last' night. 
While there is nothing that can be pub- 
licly discussed in connection with this 
visit of the senator, it is significant as 
being the first move along what is known 
to be the outlined plan of 'the president 
or calling in leading Republican sena- 
tors for discussion of public affairs in 
vhich the administration is interested. 


It is a signal honor to the Wisconsin 


senator that he should be thus early 
called to the counsel of the new execu- 
tive, and while it is assumed that only 
general matters covering pending poli- 
cies were discussed, it furnishes evidence 
that 'Mr, Spooner will continue to be 
among the leaders, whose ^pinions are 
sought by the head of the nation. Such 
was the case during the administration 
of President MeKinley and it was not 
long after Mr. Roosevelt 
entered the.

Still, in my eyes 
it carried some suggestion of the origi- 
nal—n curve here, an outliVie there— 
and it made my old love glow anew 
within me as I s-at, and ate it with my 
eyes..

Eunning diagonally- up the steep face 
of the cliff is a gigan-tic fissure, which

ancient days, I. can well. imagine thai; 
none but the most daring could have

'these improv.ers made smooth

The lowest .gate was held 
by, a garrison of Ph'orenice's troops, 
who had built a fwal^above them to 
protect their occupation.

had been' gained by, ho brilliant feat 
of arms — it had been won by threats, 
bribery and -.promises; or, in other 
words, it' bad been given up by, the 
blackest treachery. 


And here lay' the key-note of the 


weakness in our deiense. The most 
perfect rampart that brains can in- 
vent -are "useless without men 'to line 
them, and it was men we lacked. Ol 
students entering into the cclleges 
of" the Sacred Mountain there had 
been none now for many a year. The 
younger..generation thought little ol 
the older gods. Of the men that had 
grown up among- the sacred groves, 
and filled -offices Ihe^e, many had be- 
come lukewarm in their faith and re- 
mained on only through habit, and 
because an easy living stayed near 
them there; and these, when 'the 
siege began, quickly made their way 
over to the other side.

she Lad B hi shed with it. And so great 
wa.s the , prestige of hei^ name tihat 
qtiite one-half of those that remained 
on the mountain' took themselves 
aw^y from the defense- , 


There was no attempt to hold back 


these1 sorry priests, nor was 
there 


any punishing them as they 
went. 


Zaemcn, indeed, wa« minded (so he 
told me with grim meaning himself) 
to. give them, some memento of their 
apostasy to carry away which would 
not. wear o'lit', but the others of the 
high council made him -stay 
his 


vengeful hand.,' And so, when I came 
to the place, the garrison numbered 
no more than 80, counting even feeble 
old dotards who could barely walk;- 
and of men not past their prime I 
could barely command a score;

On. the Sacred Mountain itself vast 


storehouses were dug ,- in the rock, 
arid here the grain was teemed in 
great yellow heaps, arid each genera- 
tion- of '.those, that" Wer.e set over it 
took a pride in adding to the accumu- 
lation.

' In modern days it had been the cus- 
tom ambrig. the younger' and 
more 


forward of the priests to scoff at this 
rineient provision, and to. hold that 
a treasure of gold 'or weapons or 
Jewels would have more value and no 
jess of 'dignity ; and more than once 
it hadrbeen a close thing lest these 
innovators should not be outvoted. 
But as it was, the old constitution 
had happily been preserved, and now 
in these years of trial, the clan 
reaped the- benefit. 
And 
so with 


these granaries and a series of great 
tanks and cisterns which held the 
rainfall, there was no chance of Pho- 
renice reducing our stronghold 
by 


mere close investment, even though 
she sat down stubbornly before it for 
a score of years. 


But^it was the pa.icity of roen for 


the defense which oppressed me most.

Bow I* May Be Used to Advantage IK 
the Hon»eh»l*. 


Nothing will so quickly clean and 


polish the spigots of sink and bath- 
tubs as a little ammonia and suds 
mixed with the fine ashes from the 
ash flue of the range. 


Equal parts of ammonia and turpen- 


tine w411 take paint 'out of clothing, 
even if it be hard and dry. Saturate 
the spots as often as necessary and 
•wash out in warm 'suds. 


If those who perspire freely would 


use a little ammonia ip. the water in 
which they: bathe each day, it would 
remove any ^disagreeable ordor and 
keep the flesh-sweet and clean.'"

Put a tablespoonful of ammonia !n> 


quart of water, wash your brushes 
and combs in this, and all' the grease; 
and dirt will disappear. Rinse, shake 
and dry in the sun or by the fire. 


For an excellent silver polish that 


may be kept on' ban'd, for everyday use 
mix a few drops of ammonia with the 
common whiting used for silver and 
add enough water to make of the con- 
sistence of cream; bottle this and keep 
it tightly corked. Drop a little of this 
mixture on the polishing cloth, rub the 
silver lightly and rinse in warm water, 
and the silver will be instantly bright- 
ened and cleaned without the hard 
rubbing 
necessary 
when polishing 


with the dry whiting. 


For removing paint and putty marks 


from window glass this same mixture 
of ammonia and whiting may be used 
for stubborn cases-or simply a little 
nmmonia in warm soapsuds. If whit- 
ing is used, Jet it become dry on the 
glass before polishing.

HOTT to Clean OH Battles. 


When yon wish to use glass bottles 


which have contained oil^for some 
other purpose and find it difficult to 
remove traces of the oil try the follovr- 
ing: 
Fill the bottle with ashes and 


place it iu cold water, which should 
be heated gradually till it boils. Let it 
boll for-an hour and let the bottle re- 
main in the water until cold. Then- 
wash it with soapsuds, rinsing in clear 
water.

How to Make Salt Codflnh Chowiler. 


Wash a piece of codfish and cut it in 


two Inch lengths. Tear these in pieces 
(there should be one cupful) and soak 
in cold water for two or three hours. 
Slice three ounces of salt pork and 
cook In the frying pan for ten minutes. 
Then add two tablespoonf uls of minced 
onion and cook slowly-ten minutes 
longer. Then add one tablespoonf ul :bf 
flour and stir until. smooth «aud add 
one-half cup of water. Put a cup and 
a hnlf of potato elites Into a stewpan 
and pour the mixture in the frying 
pan o<rer them. Season with salt and 
pepper. Cook fdr-tcn minutes. Take 
out the pork. Add the fish, one pint 
of milk and three Boston crackers'spllt. 
Cook slowly half an hour. At tbe end 
of half an hour serve.

The ctief points to \ 


are that * flannels, mniSt riot t be put 
either Into hot or1 cold woterf they 
must not be dried too quickly nor yet 
allowed to hang about a.long time wet, 
End to preserve the jcolor and texture 
of the wool no alkalies should be used. 
- Take a quarter of a pound of soap, 
Khred it verr fine and put it into*an 
enameled saucepan, cover -with one 
pint of cold water, bring it'slowly to 
a-boil, and 'when all 'the soap is dis- 
solved it is ready for use. This is suffi- 
cient to lather two or three gallons of 
water. ' 


If flannels are very dirty, they re-' 


quire two washing waters, the tem- 
perature o"f which should not be above 
90 degrees F. Four some of the dis- 
solved soap into, the warm water, and 
by briskly' moving the hand about It 
makes a nice lather. 


Put the flannel into ibis lather and 


squeeze and press it through the 
h'ands, but do not rub it, as this 
hardens it, squeezing it on the right 
Bide in the first water ,and on the, 
wrong side in the second. White and 
light colored flannels should be washed 
first and thetuthe colored ones. 


After thoroughly washing the flan- 


nels rinse them .in warm water, and if 
the water is liard a teaspoonfnl^ of 
ammonia to every, four gallons of 
water will soften it and make tho flan- 
nels feel soft.and;nice., 


Ammonia must not,,however, be used 


for colored flannels,, for it will-draw 
out the dye. If the water is very hard; 
soften it with a very light lather of 
soap; and a little salt can be added to 
fix the color. - ' 


All flannels must be freed thorough- 


ly froto water before attempting to dry 
them,:not by .wringing, but; either by 
passing through a wringer several 
times or by twisting them in a dry 
bowl.

HOIT to Broil Sp»«l»l» Mackerel. 
Have the fish drawn from the gills, 


removing head and fins. Cut the fish 
down the back 'and remove the spine. 
Wash and dry quickly and thoroughly 
and sprinkle with salt attid pepper.

There are several-reasons why the 


'farmers get tired (of« patronizing tho 
skimming stations, saya O. W.' Lohn 
in Kansas Farmer. 'Sometimes we Snd 
a' man. at the station called- the, "oper- 
ator." After having"been acquainted 
with this, gentleman for some time we 
are forced to conclude that he was 
never cut oot for the business and the 
position he fills. He is in the business 
elmply because he cannot find Anything 
else to do that suits him. 


He takes very little interest in bis 


patrons, and prefers that they stay 
away from the station as much as (pos- 
sible. He never goes out to visit them 
and knows so. little about the j dairy 
business that he could not tell a beef 
animal from 'a dairy cow. 


He has learned barely enough so that 


he can weigh the milk, run'the ma- 
chinery and do tbe testing. I will say 
that I would prefer for him not to 
test my milk were I' to patronize his 
creamery.

Tbe one aim of this class of operators' 


is to get the milk through tbe separator 
ns soon as possible and to clean up so 
that they can have the rest of the day 
to loaf around town. If the farmer 
or milk hauler happens for some rea- 
son or other to be a little-late with the 
milk some morning,, this kind of an 
operatdr will invariably growl and fuss 
ground as though he were1 running the 
universe and wanted every .one to 
know it. 
. i , 


It, of course, would be unreasonable 


to .sujppdse that a man of this kind 
would' try to pasteurize the skimmUkj- 
so the farmer takes it home fn'.ly con- 
vinced that the "blame stuff" is not 
worth much anyhow, in which he ia 
right after it has been through our 
skimming station operator's tank. This 
is the kind of men that preside at some 
of our skimming stations, and they are 
the ones that help-to keep the price of 
butter fat down aud make it disgusting 
for tbe farmers to attempt to patronize 
the creamery. Jt stands to reason that 
it would be useless to attempt to raise 
a good a calf on the kind of skimmilk 
that ia'returned from such a station. 
Such an operator will not be careful to, 
examine the^cans as they come in, nnd 
the result is" that the cans of taintedj 
milk are turned right in with the sweet, 
thus contaminating the whole mess of 
milk, i Is it any wonder that the farmer 
stops sending milk to tsuch a station? 
Any one with 'good 'common sense 
would do the same. ,Tbe large com- 
panies frequently make the mistake of 
hiring Just such men as the ones I have 
described simply because they get"them, 
cheap.
